tions of this election year. The sentiments 
are not new. but they need to be expressed. 
We should, and probably will, hear them 
several times again between now and No- 
vember.

dom, hi* was «|HHikinK for the great majority 
of his countrymen. Those In the Henry Wal- 
lace camp will disagree. And because they 
are so much more vocal than numerous, 
they may mislead .some people in other 
conn tries Into thinking that a fundamental 
difference on foreign policy is the main issue 
In this presidential campaign. 


But If they will listen to Mr. Vandenberg, 


he will put them straight. He cautions 
other nations not to confuse tsvo-party con- 
troversy over phases of foreign pollcy-with a 
controversy 
over the basic fact of that 


policy. 


There are. of course, other bipartisan 


arms of agreement In this campaign. Both 
piirtirs nnd their rniiflUlaten favor such 


as lower |;rl<vH, uilc<|imlo wngi-w, and 


more und better housing. Nevertheless, high 
prices and strained budgets and a housing 
shortage still exists. And there are con- 
flictini; opinions, within the parties as well 
as firtwrrn them, on what remedies should 
be used. 


Those Issues arc not only domestic but 


considerably political. As such they are of 
less interest abroad, even though their ef- 
fects may shape our foreign policy to some 
extent. But the bipartisan foreign policy 
stated by Senator Vwndenberg is, In its 
broadest aspect, divorced from politics. And 
It will not change with the rise and tell of 
our cost-of-livlng Index. 


Senator Vandenberg's statement came at 


a time of tension in the east-went dispute 
over Germany, and of conferences In Mos- 
cow seeking to settle the dispute. In came 
on the eve of the UN General Assembly 
meeting in Paris and a four-power discus- 
sion of the former Italian colonies. 


Its reassurance should be fortified by the 


presence of Republican John Foster Dulles 
at the UN meeting. 


Though Mr. Vandcnbrrg addressed his re- 


marks to the world, It Is quite possible that 
they were directed chiefly at 
America's 


friends abroad. Tho Russian government 
must realize the truth of the senator's 
declaration already. 
It must also realize 


that the all-out Communist backing of Mr. 
Wallace has helped cement bipartisan unity. 


But the citizens of friendly countries, and 


cvn sonic of their leaders, might undor- 
Htamlably grow confused and worried as 
the campaign grows hotter. 
While the 


Democratic President and the Republican 
Congress keep on lambasting each other, as 
they surely will, foreign observers may for- 
get the same President and Congress are the 
co-architects of our present foreign policy. 


So the world should understand thorough- 


ly that our domestic squabbles are strictly in 
the family. It should understand that the 
family stands united when danger threatens 
Its safety and freedom, or those of Its 
friends.

TREATING TUB DISEASE ALCOHOLISM 
Until recently, alcoholism was considered a lack 


of good judgment on the part of an individual thut 
caused him to be a nuisance to his friends and a 
serious probjem lo his family. Now that alcoholism 
Is considered u disease of the nervous system— 
the same as hysteria, neuraslhenia and other emo- 
tional disturbances—physicians are trying to help 
Ihe pnlient and his family, 


Muny of us may think of alcoholism as simply 


the liking for alcohol, just as some have an undue 
desire for tobacco or food. However, a simple defin- 
ition Is given by Dr. Harry M. Tleboul, Greenwich, 
Conn., In "Medical Clinics of Norlh America : 'Al- 
coholism may be said lo be present when an indi- 
vidual drinks compulsively. There is something 
within the Individual's make-up lhat compels him 
lo drink. Compulsive behavior results from an inner 
drive which pushes Iho individual in the direction 
of certain uelx. even though bn mny bo perfectly 
aware of Urn I'oollKhnesH or HenHolcfwnuss of what he 
I.s Impelled to do." 
• 
Ax youngslcrs, some of us fell compelled to 


touch every board in a picket fence, or to avoid 
wood or olher substances. We perhaps didn'l do this 
again for weeks. Then there are those who feel they 
must wash their hands many times a day, every 
day. 
' 
Physicians treating alcoholism stale that this 


Inner drive to tin things is just n step past the 
striking of the picket and the washing of Iho 
hands. However, those lhat arc normal do the little 
things, like touching the pickets or washing the 
hands, within normal limits. 
In alcoholism, there is the development of an 


uncontrollable urge, for which alcohol serves as a 
form of relief. It is exactly the medicine they need 
for Iheir symptoms. 
Whether the urge for alcohol is caused by a 


physical or by an emotional condition, the treat- 
ment consists in trying to find the underlying cause 
nnd either removing it, or, if this is not possible, 
helping to understand the underlying cause and 
meet il. 
Psychiatrists are now able to help alcoholics 


and the organixation, Alcoholics Anonymous—with 
groups scattered over the United States and Canada 
—Is doing excellent work. 


Clinics (o treat alcoholism ore being established, 


consisting of a psychiatrist, a general physician 
nnd a social worker.

While 
Begley wrestled with one, the 
other began shooting. 
"The llrst one hud looked into 


the car and recognized the Count," 
said Begley. "He never 
said 
a 


word. He just raised his' gun and 
started shooting. Count Berna- 
dottee was hit right 
over 
the 


heart, and in the chest, tho bul- 
lets going right through the rib- 
bons lie wore on his uniform. Col. 
Serrot was hit in the left temple 
and in the forehead and died in- 
stantly. The two killers ran away." 


Begley was powder-burned on 


the face. 
Bernadotte died as the convoy 


rushed up to Hadassah Hospital. 


In a message sent from Haifa 


to Moshe Shertok, foreign minister 
of Israel, Bunche said Bcrnadotte's 
safety was the responsibility 
of 


Israel's government. 


"In this connection I feel obliged 
to record the view," he told Sher- 
tok "that prejudicial and unfound- 
ed statements concerning truce su- 
pervision attributed to you and 
Col. (Yigal) Yadin (chief of Israeli 
Army operations) as having been 
made at your press conference in 
Tel Aviv Thursday, Sepetember 16 
and imported in tho Palestine Post 
September 17, are not the kind of 
statements which would be cal- 
culated to discourage 
reprehen- 


sible acts of this kind." 


Bunche said here later he would 


urge the U.N. Security Council in 
Paris to take "vigorous and posi- 
tive action." "Regardless of who 
fired the shots, the Israeli gov- 
ernment is responsible," he said. 


Jewish censors on regular news 


circuits here banned all mention 
of the fact that the assassination 
took place on the Jewish side of 
tho Holy City, but some dispatches 
were going through channels un- 
available to the censor. 


(In Haifa, 
Jewish authorities 


promised a cleanup drive against 
the Stern Gang.) 


Members of 'Stern' Group 


A Jewish liaison officer with 


U.N.. 
who had just stopped out 


of Bernadotte's car before the 
shooting began, agreed with po- 
lice that the assassins were mem. 
bers of the Stern group of Jew- 
ish extremists. 


(In London, it was unofficially 


reported that tho Stern group 
which has been operating openly 
in Palestine since the British 
mandate ended, would go under 
ground again after the Bernadotte 
assassination. 
A reliable Stern 


group source in the British capi 
tat said he could not make any 
statement on the shooting.) 


The shooting took place in the 


Katumon section of Jerusalem, 
conquered by the Jews from the 
Arabs prior to the departure of 
the British. Bernadotte and tho 
.others were traveling in « convoy 
of several U.N. cars. 
The Jewish liaison officer with 


the group had loft the cur only 
a few seconds before the shoot-
